morning between midnight.and 4 o'clock and 
sold none at all this morning during those 
hours. 

Tue TRIBUNE yesterday morning exposed 
the conditions in the Twenty-second street 
levee and pointed out the hypocrisy of the 
‘police in making a show of closing up these 
dives and then, when newspaper watchful- 
ness is relaxed, allowing the lawbreakers to 
resume business. 

The result of the exposure was that no 
‘Wauors were sold this morning after 12 in 
Wing's, Gaffney’s, the Olympia, or Frei- 
berge’s dance hall. The ease with which these 
places are closed when the police are watched 
will probably be demonstrated before the 
-aldermanic committee. 


Lightning Changes Made. 

The situation was illustrated in this way. 
‘Wing and Bloom, in Twenty-second street, 
“had been selling liquor openly after midnight 
for weeks past. No protests from the police. 
‘The only show at secrecy was that part of 
the time Wing served it in coffee cups. 
Bioom did not take this trouble. 

Yesterday Tue TRIBUNE pointed out the 
facts. Within a few hours warrants were 
fssued for the arrest of both of these dive- 
keepers.

Resolution on Mother Beating.

meeting of the council. 

Ald. Kunz at once attacked the resolution 
as dealing, with matters which were none of 
the council's business, and asked that Ald.

so strong as to alarm the other parties, and 
adding:

TRACK IS WRECKED 


BY DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


Dynamite Prematurely Used Near South

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LESSON NO. 81—-How to Solve the Problem 
of Service. 


HEN the problem of resumption of 
specie payment was agitating the 
country in civil war times, Horace 
Greeley gave the solution in the 
brief and terse expression: “ The 
way to resume is to resume."’ The domestic 
problem is capable of the same solution. It 
is easily within the recollection of every man 
and woman in this city that a time existed 
when there was no such thing as a trained 
nurse. The problem of caring for the sick 
in the most perfect manner was easily solved 
by the establishing of training schools for 
nurses; an institution where technical educa 
tion would fit a young woman to do such 
work in a manner which would not only pro- 
vide for her an opportunity of remunerative 
labor but constitute her an ange] of mercy 
in the troublous times of illness. Training 
schools for nurses have multiplied, and in 
times of need, however sudden, a nurse may 
be installed in the sick room within an ‘hour. 
Let the mind revert to the time when there 
were no training schools, and no competent 
nurses, and see how simple: the solution of 
that problem looks in retrospect. 

The solution of the problem of domestic 
service is equally simple. It seems strange 
that the most important branch of labor— 
that of food supply—shou'd have remained 
so long unskiiled, and especially when we 
consider the of ite demard. Al- 
ready we have the trained nurse, and wonder 
that she was so long auayea. And yet, itis 
only here and there a household exists where 
her services are needed; and only fora short 


' time, in most caBes, and only at long inter- 
ls. | 


va 
Whereas, the cook and housemaid. one or 
both, are needed every day of every year. 
They are also needed alike in homes of the 
rich, of the middle class, and of the poor; 
for, be it remembered, that, although in the 
latter the wife constitutes both maid and 
cook, as well as child’s nurse, her need of 
training is just as great as that of the young 
woman who goes out to service. If we give 
this training?to those whom we employ in 
our families, in time they become the wives 
of mechanics and laborers, and bring their 
training into the home not only for the sav- 
ing of husband and sons from intemperance 
but for a like training of daughters, who in 
turn will become our domestics. 


But the solution of the prob- 
lem through the founding of training schools 
reguired the same thing that the problem of 
domestic service requires—namely: Money. 
I know of no greater or more farreaching 
philanthropy than the training of our domes- 
tics. The comfort and well being—the health 
—of all depend largely upon the excellence 
of this service. And, as has already been 
hinted, the homes of the poor would be made 
more comfortable and attractive if such 
training were general and thorough. 

When the first training schoo! for nurses 
was established in this city it required a 
good financial backing. How is it now? 
There are plenty of such schools, but they 
are self-supporting. 

If generous help could be given to the pres- 
ent effort at domestic training, the time 
would soon come when there schools also 
would be self-supporting. They would be- 
come our source of supplies for the many 
articles consumed in the household for which 


the one maid has not time. 


The telephone 
message would bring our fresh rolls, bread, 
saleds cake. and many other things from the 
domestic training schools. Our choicest 
laundry work would find its way to them, 
and they, on the other hand, would derive 
large profits from our varied needs. I use 
the plural, them and they, because I contem- 
plate their rapid increase, unti) many local- 
ities of the city will be the seat of domestic 
training schools. 

The idea) schoo! will be one which willcom- 
bine: a home for working women who are 
temporarily out of employment and whose 
tive ¢ uld be utilized in training, and also 
in the production of articles of commercial 
value to the institution. It should be the 
unfailing source of help supply—the empioy- 
ment bureau—from which also a revenue 
would be derived. It should do both laundry 
and mending. It should furnish luncheons 
daily in districts where there is large demand 
for a olesome noonday meal. 
would require liberal capital’ to ma’e the 
start, but, if once launched, it is safe to pre- 
dict that it will become not only se.1-:upport- 
ing but abundantly remunerative within two 
years. The start means suitable buildi ‘ 
in suitable locality, delivery wagons, salaries 
for suitable teachers and superintendent, 
and a fund which could be drawn upon for 
extra help to meet any demand. 


In 1883, while speaking in a discussion of 
the domestic problem before the Association 
for Advancement of Women, which met that 


| year in Baltimore, I said, proudly and with 
‘great confidence: 


** Chicago is going to solve 
this problem at once by establishing training 
schools fer domestic service,’’ and I outlined 
a-plan then in mind for such an undertaking. 
It was received with great applause, and for 
several years I received letters of inquiry 
from various parts of the country from per- 
sons wishing to know something more about 
that domestic training school. I fully be- 
lieved what I said twenty years ago, and the 
lapse of time has not diminished my faith. 
I still belleve that Chicago will have the first 
ideal training school, of which it has already 
an adequate beginning in the School of Do- 
mestic Arts and Science. But many excel- 
lent reforms undertaken by women have 
failed because of the lack of financial sup- 
port. It will remain, therefore, to be demon- 
strated whether this altogether fine begin- 
ning shall grow into the complete solution 
of the domestic problem, or whether, for 
lack of funds, for lack of liberal endowment, 
it will be forced to postpone this solution an- 
other twenty years. 

It is the work to which woman, as the God 
ordained, feeder of the race. should especially 
address herself; and until she is willing to 
forego a few costly receptions and a few 
superfiuities of toilet in the interest of this 
work, she should hold her peace and give the 
ubiquitous servant question a rest as a 
luncheon topic. why 

But since the wheels of commerce turn in 
order that the home in its perfection may ex- 
ist, it is man to whom this problem should 
appeal ip an effort atits final solution. Some 
of the superabundance of money that is seek- 
ing opportunity to improve the world should 
find expression in this most needed branch 
of education, and our single school of domes- 
tic science would have the opportunity to 
expand in all directions. There is no philan- 
thropy more deserving, and surely none so 
farreaching in results.

Magical Sauces— 
Any one who understands the making of 
a few French sauces has the magical secret 
of serving good réchauffés. The basis of most 
sauces is a roux made of butter and flour 
cooked together; for white sauces without 
browning, for brown sauces*browning both 
butter and flour before adding the liquid to 
be used. The proportions always remain the 
same no matter what sort of sauce is to be 
made—a tablespoon of butter and a table- 
spoon of flour to every cup of liquid. Fora 
white sauce the butter is melted without 
browning, the flour added and cooked until 
blended without browning. For a brown 
sauce the Butter is melted and browned, the 
flour added and thoroughly browned before 
the liquid is added.

The question was suggest- 
ed by the recent statement of President 
Stuyvesant Fish that the stock of the Illi- 
nois Central is held by 8,647 stockholders, of 
whom an overwhelming majority own less

100 shares apiece. 


‘Thirty-nine of the principal railway com- 
panies of the country representing 107,640 
iailes out of the 202,471 of single track mile- 
age in the United States responded to Mr. 
Thempson's letter of inquiry. These gave 
the total number of stockholders on their 
books as 191,487. This is nearly equal to two 
stockholders to every mile of railway. The 
tatio on the Iilihois Central, as given by Mr. 


~ Fish, is a little more than 2 to 1. 


. * Stock Ratio Is Two to Mile. 


Applying 2 to 1 as the ratio approximated 
im the total, the figures would show 400,000 
stockholders in round numbers for the 200,000 
miles of railway in the United States as own- 
ing the $6,024,201,295 of capital stock reported 
on June 80, 1902. Assuming that the $6,109,- 
081,668 funded debt is as widely distributed 
among bondhoiders, the railway ownership 
would appear, to be in approximately 800,000 
hands. These figures, approaching the tota) 
of railway employés (1,189,315), do not rep- 
resent the total of those interested in rail- 
way ownership. One official wrote: ; 
“These figures are for registered stoc 
but® as many of these are bankers and 


‘ prokers, holding stook in their name for cli- 


ents, the actual number of stockholders will 
‘be greater.” 
The controller of one of the largest system 


wrote: 
“Tt is probable that the number of actual 

stockholders is twice as great as the numbe 

of registered stockholders.” 


Much Is Held in Trust. 


*“ There also is the holding of railway stock 
by insurance companies, savings banks, and 
trust companies, extending their ownership 
arong thousands,” declared Mr. Thompson. 


" “The accounting official of one road stated 


that 19.86 per cent of its shares was so held. 
Little stock in nondividend paying roads is 
held by such institutions, but more than 55 
per cent of the rallway stock in the Boies 
Stat-s is now dividend paying. > 
“There are numerous instances of large 
ownership in many roads in individual hands 
and of ownership in several companies by 
the same individual,”’ Mr. Thompson contin- 
ned. * The number of these is inconsiderable 
compared to the multitude who own 100 
shares and less in one road. It practically 
follows the same line of distribution as the 
compensation among railway employés. 
“‘In ore way or another the people of the 
States own the railways of the United 
States, and something like 2,000.000 persons, 
through wages. interest, and dividends, di- 
vide two-thirds of their groes earnings of 
$1,726.380,267 (1901-'02) among them. The 
other third goes for fuel, taxes, supplies, and 
equipment.”’

RECEIVERSHIP ASKED TO PRE-

Reofganisation Committee Pian In-
